MURDERED BY SAVAGES. * 
Metzovurnyz, Aug. 24.—Commander James G.

He had been wounded by 3 
poisoned airow in the attack made on 
bis flag-ehip, we corvette Pearl, by the natives 
of Carlisle Bay, and although every effort was 
made to counteract its effects, the poison proved 
fatal.

Lonpox, Aug. 24.—The Colonial Office has re- 
‘ceived the following details of the attack on 
Commodore Goodenough, which led to his 
death: The Commodore and party on the 12th 
inst. landed in Carlisle Bay to open intercourse 
with the natives of Santa Cruz Island. who at- 
tacked the Sandfly in the same place last year. 
After remaining about an bour ashore, hav- 
made apparently satisfactory progress 
iu the object of their mission, they were pre- 
paring to return to the ship when suddenly the 
natrves, who were only a few yards off, shot at 
Commodore Goodenough, and a poisoned arrow 
penetrated bis left side. The boat tben put off 
uoder a flight of ae. Seven men were 
wounded, including Lieut. Hawker. Two of the 
wounded bave siuce died from the effects of the 
son. The others are improving. As soon as 
the boat returned, the Pearl sheiled and burned

THE FUNERAL OF HANS CHRISTIAN ANDERSEN. 

The Copenhagen correspondént of the Lon- 
don Daily News telegraphs to that journal on 
Aug. 11: The funeral of Hans Christian An- 
dersen took place at noon to-day. Long before 
that hour the precincts of the church 
were densely crowded. In the choir stood 
the members of the University, pumber- 
ing several hundreds, with banners. Along the 
body of the church were the Workingmen’s As- 
sociation and the Copenhagen Singing Associa- 
tion with banners. Among those present were 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count Moltke 
Bregentved, the German Minister, the English 
Minister, the Swedish Minister, and the heads 
of ali the departments, military and civil, A 
deputation from the poet’s native town, Odense, 
was also present, headed by Bishop Eugelstoft. 

The ccflin was placed at the front entrance of 
the choir, covered with wreaths. There were 
long rows on each side sent from all parts, 
a palm branch and a wreath from Odense, a 
laurel wreath from the Press Association 
of Berlin, with the ipecription, “Thou 
art not dead though thine eyes are 
closed. In children’s hearta thou shalt 
live forever.” Up to the last mo- 
ment other wreaths were added. A litle 
after 12 the King, the Crowa Prince, Prince 
Joho, and the whole staff arrived in full uni- 
form, taking their places to the right of the 
choir in front of chairs reserved for the families 
of Coum and Melchior, the late poet’s dearest 
triends. 

Tue ceremony commenced by a prelu2s on the 
organ and a psalm composed by the late poet, 
sung by the choir. Dean Rothe then 
stepped ia front of the choir 
and delivered a touching funeral oration. 
After drawing attention to Andersen's talents, 
bis long and good life, the high appreciation in 
which he stood with all, the Dean wished the 
poet good-by, saying he bad always shown him- 
selfa good and true son of his country. He 
bade him adieu, too, inthe name of the large 
circle of children and friends who with thank- 
fulness would ever remember bim. Then An- 
dersen's wili-known poem, 4 Poet's Last 


Song,” was sung. 

Bishop Engelstoft, in a short speech, brought 
a greeting from Andersen's native town. After 
this the students of the Vocal Association struck 
up u hymn specially composed, and the band 
played the funeral march composed by Hart- 
mann for ‘horvaldsen’s funeral. The coffin 
was borne out of the church by artiste and stu- 
denta, who in large numbers followed with ban- 


mourne:s now left, mavy taking as mementoes 
leaves fallen from the wreaths. 

The cortege was led by a carriage literally 
filled with wreaths, next came the vocal associa- 
tions with their banners, then the bearse, with 
the wreath-covered coftin, followed by numerous 
cariiages, Along pearly the whole route were 
isdies clad in mourning at the windows. Ail the 
ships and bouses had flags half The 
church-yard ig just outside the town.

THE PRESS-TROUBLES. 

Panis, Ang. 10.—The release of Dr. Stern has 
not, as was hoped, been followed by that of the 
three other contributors to the Frankfurter Zeit- 
ung, and they appear likely to undergo two 
months’ finprisonment.

The recent edict frome Rome addressed to 
the German Bishops, giving them permission 
to obey that provision of the Faxcx law rela- 
tive to the control of church property by 
congregations, and by which many Old 
Catholics” have gained possession of their 
churches, has recently been brought to a 
practical test in Italy, under the very shadow 
of the Vatican—ih other words, it is a chicken 
come home to roost. The majority of the 
members of a congregation elected an Old 
Catholic as pestor. The minority, however, 
backed by the Bishop, demanded that the her- 
etic should step down and out, and appealed to 
the Court. The Court decided against 
them on the ground that freedom of worship 
and conscience was guaranteed to all citizens 
by the Italian Constitution, although the 
canon law of the decrees of the Council of 
Trent were upon the side of the minority. 
So the Old Catholic held his position, and the 
minority had to submit to the will of the 
majority. Armed with this decision of the 
Italian Courts and the assurances of the Pope 
to the German Bishops, the Italian congre- 
gations hereafter will enjoy a larger degree 
of freedom in managing their own affairs 
than they have ever had before.

Senator McDonaxp, of Indiana, is in Ohio, 
called: there to reply to and if possible re- 
move the impressions made by the recent 
speech of Senator Morton. It has been sup- 
posed by the Ohio and Indiana Democracy 
that McoDonaup is the agent appointed by 
Providence to reply to and refute Senator 
Morron, and the Democrats always appeal to 
him for that purpose. 

Senator Morton's argument that so dam- 
aged the Democratic inflation cause in Ohio 
was to the effect that the Democrats never 
did and do not now recognize or admit that 
Congress had any legal authority to make 
greenbacks legal-tender in payment of 
debts. That their demand ffor the 
issue of four or five hundred millions of 
additional legal-tender greenbacks was 
coupled with a demand for the abolition of 
all the National Banks. Thatthe demand fora 
new issue of legal-tenders is made with a 
knowledge that the Supreme Court will de- 
clare them not to be a legal-tender; that, 
under these circumstances, the result will 
be no legal-tender, no National Bank notes, 
—consequently no currency, giving free 
scope and liberty to the unlimited creation of 
State banks and an unlimited issue of State 
bank notes. That this is the ultimate end 
sought by the Democratic leaders,—the re- 
establishment of the old State bank systems 
as an integral part of the Democratic doc- 
trine of State rights and State sovereignty. 
This was Morton’s charge, which he enforced 
by facts and arguments of the most con- 
vincing kind. 

Now, how did Senator McDonatp answer 
these damaging accusations? He attacked 
Gov. Morron’s consistency, paraded his votes, 
abused the legislation of Congress,—all of 
which amouated to nothing. But Senator 
McDonatp declared that, notwithstanding 
the decision of the Supreme Court, he did 
not believe and never could admit that Con- 
gress had any power to make Treasury notes 
a legal-tender in payment of private debts ; 
that Congress might authorize the issue of 
Treasury notes, leaving the public to take 
them or not. He was, as a Democrat, op- 
posed to the creation of any banking system 
by the General Government, and would in- 
insist upon their abolition. He did not say 
anything about the wild-cat State banks, but, 
as a Democrat anda Senator, he would de- 
clare greenbacks void as legal-tenders, and 
prohibit any National Banks. Having done this, 
Mr. McDonatp would leave the country with- 
out any paper currency at all What would 
be the consequence ? There being no legal- 
tenders, no National Bank notes, the creation 
of State banks would be an imperative neces- 
sity. Instead of a uniform system of National 
Banks issuing notes, there will be thirty-eight 
different systems of State banks. We will 
have, as before the War, rotten banks in this 
State located at Thebes, Sparta, Palestine, 
Dog-Tooth, Wild Boar, Opossum Creek, and 
every remote cross-road and blacksmith-shop 
in Dlinois. So with all the other States. 
Thirty-eight States, each with a different sys 
tem, will pour forth its tide of bank-notes ; 
the value of the notes of each bank will differ 
from that of the notes of all other bapks, 
and the notes issued in one State will not cir. 
culate in any other State, and every time a 
man leaves home he will have to sell his 
money at a discount every time he crosses a 


State line. 5 
It will be seen. therefore, that Senator Mo- 


Dona confirms to a remarkable extent the 
declaration of Senator Morrow as to the pur- 
poses and aims of the Democratic party on 
‘the subject of the currency. The clamor 
about more greenbacks is a frand; there is 
not a Democratic statesman who does not 
know that there is not a responsible Court in 
the United States that would not gromptly de- 
ny the power of Congress at this time to make 
new issues of Treasury notes a legal-tender.

of dictating to the several Judges of the Su- 
preme Court how they shall decide in several 
cases before them, and especially in the ap- 
peal by the Mayor and Common Council of 
Chicago from the judgment of ouster ren- 
dered in the recent quo-warranto case. Old 
Srornrey undertakes to define not only what 
the law is, and what the Supreme Court 
Judges should do, but actually instructs them 
as to the legal effect and operation of any 
judgment they may render. Having instruct- 
ed and dictated to the Courts what judgment 
they should render, the old person informs 
the people of this city what they shall and 
shall not do in the matter of holding an 
election this fall. The old gentleman 
is considerably befogged, and his legal defini- 
tions and judgments are the laughing stock 
even of the wholly unversed in legal techni- 
calities. The old man has taken the notion 
that he bosses this city, and he seeks to im- 
press upon all people, and especially the 
Judges of the courts, that they must decide 
as he dictates, or he will force them to leave 
the Bench; that he will let his blackguards 
loose upon them, until, to escape annihila- 
tion, they will seek obscurity. Still, we do 
not know of anybody, Judge or any other 
person, who has resigned office or left the 
city or State to avoid the blackguardism of 
the old man and his paper. 

The latest proclamation issued by the old 
man is that there shall be no election for mu- 
nicipal officers ii November next under the 
charter in force up to the so-called election 
last spring. Old Mr. Sronzr lays it down 
that, at the special election last spring, the 
charter of 1872 was adopted; that, though 
two Judges of this district have united in 
opinion that there was no legal election held 
in April last, and a judgment of ouster has 
been rendered, that, because an appeal has 
been taken, that judgment has no force until 
confirmed by the Supreme Court. There 
fore, any election held under the old charter 
prior to the decision by the Supreme Court 
would be invalid, even if the Supreme Court 
should sustain the judgment of ouster. In 
all of this old Mr. Srorzy makes himself 
ridiculous; except as a matter of attempted 
dictation to the courts and to the people, it is 
entirely out of the old gentleman’s line, which 
lies in quite another direction. 

The fact is, the judgment of ouster takes 
effect from the date of its entry. The appeal 
simply suspends its execution until the Su- 
preme Court can hear and determine the ap- 
peal. If the Supreme Court overrule the 
judgment, that settles the matter in one way. 
If the Supreme Court affirm the judgment, 
the appeal is dismissed, and the judgment of 
ouster stands of the date it was originally en- 
tered by Judge Fw of the Criminal 


Court. 
In case the Supreme Court.shall, therefore, 


not render a decision upon the appeal before 
the time fixed for the election of municipal 
officers in November by the old charter, that 
charter being in fact the adjudged charter of 
the city, an election thereunder would not 
only be a wise precaution, but an absolute 
legal necessity and duty, which citizens of all 
parties will readily recognize and obey, des 
pite old Mr. Sronzx's commands to the con- 


trary. 

In the meantime, the case will be heard in 
the Supreme Court, and we have no question 
that the very respectable gentlemen who 
compose that Court will render such judg- 
ment as the law and facts justify, wholly in- 
dependent of the instructions of old Mr. 
Srorey, and entirely ungoverned by any of 
his threats of what he shall do unto them 
jointly and severally in case the judgment 
be different from what.he has ordered.

by the results. Prior to the passage of the 
Revenue law of 1872, the State assessment 
for taxation purposes averaged $500,000,000 
for a number of years. In 1872 it was $510,- 
000,000. Under these assessments the yield 
under the tax-grabbing law was very slight, — 
so slight as to attract no special attention to 
the robbery. 

The Auditor, however, issued a circular to 
Assessors commanding them to increase their 
assessments to full cash value, the law of 
1872 being, in this respect, no more exacting 
than the previous law. Whatever was the 
purpose of this circular, the effect of it was 
to increase the total Assessment for 1873 from 
$510,000,000 to nearly $1,200,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the capital stock, which 
was nearly $90,000,000. This in- 
crease in the assessment necessitated 
a large increase in the rate of taxation upon 
the whole State to make good the deficiency 
of nearly a million of dollars taken under the 
grab law. Under this impression we con- 
nected the new Revenue law, the circular 
from the Auditor’s office, the enormously-in- 
creased assessment, the large fund of State 
money applied to local debts, the increased 
taxation to supply the deficiency, as facts 
warranting the assumption that the new Rev- 
enue law, with its provisions for taxing cer- 
tain property several times, was used, if not 
intended, as an auxiliary to the tax-grabbing 
law of 1869. We are astonished to know 
now that in all this the Auditor's office had 
no such purpose or intention, as we are also 
glad to know that the same office is in no 
wise a party to the remarkable interpretation 
placed on the amendment made at the last 
session of the Legislature to the Revenue 
law in the exemption of certain classes of 
corporations from the tax on capital stock. 


ANOTHER SUBSIDY COLLAPSE. 

Another balloon has collapsed—a very 
large, a very showy, and very costly balloon, 
built by contractors with Government help— 
a balloon built not to navigate the air but 
the sea, and intended to carry large numbers 
of passengers and vast amounts of property.

We were informed 
that she was a floating palace, although it 
has since turned out that she is about as fit 
for floating as an actual palace would be. 
We were informed that she was the 
longest, the strongest, and the most gorgeous 
craft that that ever walked the waters 
like a thing of life.” For months 
she made trips in New York harbor, and all 
the politicians and lobbyists, the soldiers, and 
scholars, and poets made excursions in her, 
and feasted upon City of Peking viands and 
drank City of Peking champagne, under the 
effects of which they waxed eloquent upon 
the glories of the City of Peking. The 


politicians made long speeches and the poets | 


wrote long poems in her honor. And at last 
people came to believe that never such a 
vessel sailed the water since Cizoparna’s 
barge, with its perfumed purple sails and 
silver oars, “which to the time of flutes kept 
stroke,” went sweeping down the Nile. They 
paid glowing tributes to the enterprise of the 
Company which could order such floating 
palaces; to the builders. who could 
build them; and to the great and good 
paternal Government which allowed all con- 
cerned to dip their hands into the National 
Treasury and take out what they wanted for 
the construction and adornment of the City 
of Peking. But at last in the natural course 
of business it became necessary that the City 
of Peking should make an ocean trip, for she 
could not always be devoted to holiday 
junketing in the harbor of New York. She 
went to San Francisco and had to be hauled 
up for repairs. The repairs made, she went 
to China, and wifhout encountering any se- 
rious weather was in such a ricketty condi- 
tion that no insurance could be obtained on 
her for the return trip, and she was not al- 
lowed to carry any passengers. Divine 
Providence and the weather being 
favorable, she got back to San 
Francisco and underwent i 
vestigation.

thousand rivets found to be so loose, some of 
them having been worn down from one inch 
to five-eighths of an inch in diameter, that 
they had to be drawn out!

THE NEW CUSTOM-HOUSE COMMISSION. 

There are indications of an entire change 
of base in the treatment of the Chicago 
Cgstom-House by the Administration at 
Washington. The recent developments in 
regard to this building completely refute the 
slanders that have been put upon Secretary 
Baistow by certain newspapers, in which he 
has been represented as treating the report 
of the local architects with contempt, and as 
being fully committed to young Mr, Porrer’s 
reckless ambition to build a Custom-House of 
his own with Tennessee or Maine stone. The 
fact that Gen. Houman, who was the new 
local Superintendent appointed by Mr. Por- 
rn, has been relieved from duty here, shows 
a desire on the part of the Secretary of the 
Treasury that the new Commission shall not 
meet with any prejudicial influence in favor 
of the position to which he has been al- 
leged to be committed. The relief must be 
acceptable to Gen. Holux, as he 
has been an ardent Porren man, and 
has been implicated in the desire and 
effort to have the present walls demolished 
and a new building of different material erect- 
ed. We have no doubt Gen. Hotman has 
been honest enough in this belief, but it is 
better that the new Commission should be 
left entirely free to examine for themselves. 

There seems to be every reason why the 
selection of the new Commission should be 
satisfactory to the Chicago public. It was 
evidently created as a sort of arbitration be- 
tween the first Commission and the local 
architects, whose reports were fotally at vari- 
ance, It is composed of a larger number of 
persons than the first Government Commis- 
sion, and there is no reason at present to 
doubt either the capability or fairness of the 
gentlemen selected. They come from differ- 
ent sections of the country, are either civil 
engineers, architects, or practical builders, 
and are represented to be men of good stand- 
ing in their respective homes, The only criti- 
cism we are inclined to make upon the forma- 
tion of the Commission is that it would have 
been fairer to Chicago, and on the whole 
better for the public interests, if two of the 
seven men were residents of this city. A 
large part of the difference of opinion in re- 
gard to the present walls arises from a differ- 
ent estimate of the sustaining capacity of 
Chicago sub-soil, Herein the actual experi- 
ence of Chicago architects and engineers is 
of infinitely more value than ull the abstract 
theories that an assembly of strangers, how- 
ever scientific, could suggest. This defect in 
the Commission may be supplied, however, 
if they take ample testimony from Chicago 
experts. We presume that such is their pur- 
pose. 5 
The Commission will be able to decide to 
the entire satisfaction of the Government 
and the public those points of difference be- 
tween the other two Investigating Commit- 
tees where there shonld havé been no differ- 
ence, Thus they will determine whether 
the Government Commission was right 
in estimating a pressure of six tons 
to the square foot, or the local archi- 
tects right in estimating a pressure of 
considerably less than three tons. Their 
separate and independent tests will also serve 
as a standard by which the other tests may 
be measured. With the experience of those 
that have gone before, and a disposition to 
do nothing but what is for the public inter- 
est, the finding of the new Commission will 
probably suggest a final and satisfactory dis- 
position of the controversy. There is one 
phase of the matter which they should keep 
constantly in mind, to wit.: The Public 
Treasury is not in à condition to sacrifice 
more than $1,500,000 on account of any mere 
discoloration of stone, or scaling of the sur- 
face, which may be remedied ; and the people 
of Chicago decidedly prefer a Custom-House 
that may be less beautifal to the eye than to 
wait for years and spend an additional 
$1,500,000 in order to secure one more 
artistic and finished. It is possible 
that we may have to suffer some 
defects from the careleseness of the 
Mvuuuztt administration; there is no reck- 
lessness or dishonesty in this world without 
its penalties, But the demolition of the 
present walls and the building of another 
Custom-House from the beginning can only 
be justified by demonstration that the pres- 
ent building will be unsafe if completed on 
the present foundations. If this be not 
shown, then the work should be recommenced 
at once and the defects remedied as best they 
may be under the circumstances. 
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THE ABSTRACT JOB. 
It now appears that there was more reason 


for calling Mr. Peurzzr’s effort to sell a set 
of abstract-books to the county a job 
than we supposed at the time we so named 
it. Mr. PxLrzxn, it appears, has been merely 
an agent, employed as a man likely to exer- 
cise a favorable influence upon an official 
Board. His pay was to be contingent, it is 
alleged, upon his success, so that it was sim- 
ply his purpose to get as much as possible for 
the property which he represented. This 
property, or a large part of it, seems to 
have been sold at one time for $3,500, 
and has ever been valued at more than 
$15,000. Mr. Pran kindly sells it 
for $45,000. It consists mainly of some 
letter-press copies of abstracts made by 
a firm before the fire, but they are notably 
incomplete and fragmentary, and, as there 
is no material from which to complete the 
ante-fire record, they arecomparatively value- 
less in themselves. They are absolutely so,

attest their value. It might have been a 
good thing if the county could have bought 
these three sets of books at a reasonable 
price, but the owners thereof had exagger- 


ated ideas of their value, and the negotiation . 


for their purchase always failed. Experience 
has shown that there are some advantages in 
leaving these now semi-official records in the 


hands of private parties. Abstracts cost more, . 


but the profits the books yield to the owners 
assure their safe-keeping better than if they 
were public property. At all events, as long 
as these three sets of books continue abso- 
lutely the only complete evidences of ante- 
fire titles in existence, it is sheer folly for the 
county to pay any price, large or small, for 
partial and incomplete evidence which is of 
no value to anybody. 

We think it would be well enough for the 
county to possess indices ef the records since 
the fire, but it is not necessary to pay 
$45,000 for them. It is only a matter of 
clerical labor and careful supervision, and we 
have no doubt that such a set of indices for 
the past four years, dating from the fire, 
could be made in the Recorder's office at 
a cost of one-fifth or one-quarter of 
what it is proposed to pay. Thereafter the 
indices could be kept up at a small increase 
of expense along with the récords as they are 
made. It is entirely probable that, some day 
in the future, the three sets of ante-fire in- 
dloes dan be purchased at a reasonable price, 
and the county would then possess a com- 
plete and valuable set of abstract-books, 
dating from the beginning, and furnishing an 
uninterrupted chain. Bat all the stuff which 
the County Commissioners now want to pay 
$45,000 for would be of no value, and there 
is not the slightest excuse for the proposed 
expenditure. We sincerely hope that the 
purchase may be reconsidered, and shall be 
surprised if Mr. Horx, after more mature 
examination of the matter, shall not change 
his vote. If the Courty Commissioners want 
to do anything, let them proceed in a lawful 
manner to authorize a preparation of abstract- 
books from the fire down at the ordinary cost 
of the necessary clerical labor, and no more. 


DOES THE. PRODUCER OR CONSUMER PAY 
| THE DUTY? 


A week or ten days ago the Journal repeat- 
ed its peculiar notions as to who pays the 
tariff tax, and challenged Tue Tumor to 
show wherein it was mistaken. In a brief 
article Tun Taiscwz, complying with the 
wishes of its venerable contemporary, pointed 
out the fallacy, not to say nonsense, of its 
notion, that the manufacturer paid it. After 
pondering over Tus Trisunz’s reply for a 
fortnight it returns to the question, and re- 
affirms that the manufacturer who exports 
the goods to a foreign territory, and not 
the purchaser and consumer, pays the duty. 
It talks of Tae TA Uns “ignorance” of 
what it calls facts, and then says: 

As matter of fact, the Pittsburg manufacturer sells 
his iron in the Toronto or Montreal market for almost 
exactly the same price as he sells the same iron in the 
Pittsburg market, so that he not only pays the duty, 
but also pays the cost of transportation to Toronto or 
Montreal as well. He, however, receives his pay in 
currency at Pittebura and in gold in Toronto or Mon- 
treal ; but the difference between currency and gold is 
not sufficient to pay the freight, insurance, and duty. 
He must make concessions or he cannot sell at all. 

It is the sharp competition between the English and 
American manufacturers which compels each to pay 
the duty, and which prevents either of them from 
charging it over to the consumer. 

Unless this sharp competition between the 
English and American manufacturers induces 
each side to sell its iron below cost 15 per 
cent, neither party pays the Canadian duty, 
which is 15 percent. If either competitor 
sells iron to the Canadians at cost, the Cana- 
dian purchaser necessarily pays the duty 
himself. What object the Pittsburg mann- 
facturers can have in selling iron in Canada 
at 15 per cent loss we cannot comprehend, 
nor does the Journal attempt to explain; for, 
unless they sell at 15 per cent below cost, 
they cannot claim to pay the Canadian duty. 
If they sell at 7} per cent below cost, they 
only pay half the duty and the consumer pays 
the other half.. And so of any other per cent 
below cost. 

But it is so highly improbable that Ameri- 
can manufacturers would send their goods to 
a market where every sale consumes a por- 
tion of their capital equal to 15 per cent on 
the amount of wares sold, that the Journal 
will experience considerable difficulty in con- 
vineing any of its readers, and its hardest 
task will be to make manufacturers believe

MISSOURI! LAWLESSNESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicado Tribune, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 24.—There is a very bad 
state of affairs in Jasper County, this State, re- 
sulting from a number of fights, mobs, and riot- 
ous proceedings, which have recently occurred 
there. From advices received here it appears 
that some time ago a Scotchman named Peter 
Orr died near Carthage, in that county, 
leaving a widow and considerable property 
in this State, end also in Scotland. A 
firm of lawyers, consisting of James F. 
Hardin aud W. J. Robinson, solicited the 
business of winding up ber husband's estate, 
and by false representation induced her to sign 
a negotiable note for the sum of $3,500. Subse- 
quently she was advised that she had been im- 
posed upon in the matter, and she applied to 
one W. H. Phelps for advice. Phelps discovered 
that the note had been made payable to 8 third 
party by the name of Nicholson, who 
bad transferred it to one Wilbur, and 
who had in turn transferred it to Cyrus Smith. 
Phelps sought out Smith, and, requesting to see 
the note, snatched it as soon as it was produced 
and destroyed it, and denounced the parties to 
the scheme as swindlers. Quite an altercation 
ensued, but no actual fight took place then. Sun- 
day night, about midnight, Phelps was awakened 
by a tap on his window and a voice demanding 
that he at once make his appearance, Surmising 
that harm was meant, he refused to go to the 
window.

MURDER OF A THIEF BY HIS VICTIM. 
New York Tribune, Aug. 23, 

A murder ocaurred on Saturday afternoon in 
the Sixteenth Ward whereby James Langdon, 
age 22 years, of No. 450 West Sixteenth street, 
lost his life u the bands of a man‘s yet un- 
known to the police.

Connors wa about to take the watch and 
chain for the purpose of selling them when a 
Bleeker streetcar stopped on the corner and a 
gentlemanly-bokiog young man suddenly dashed 
between them and, seizing Connors by the col- 
lar, said, Iwant you.” Connors, fancying he 
was in the haads of the police, made no resist-

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CRIMINAL COURT JUSTICE. 
LINGERING IN THE COUNTY JAIL. 

There is room for improvement in the admin- 
istration of justice by the Criminal Court. The 
Jail now contiins about 180 prisoners, who are 
maintained at a daily expense tothe county for 
food alone of 35 cents each, or over $60 per day. 
or at an annual expense of $21,900. It is plain 
to those acquainted with criminal proceedings 
that much of this expense is directly attributable 
to the delays in the Criminal Court, which in 
most cages there is no sufficient excuse for. 

A few cases will illustrate: James Norton 
and John Perry were arrested the 10th of Juge 
as ** bunkoists.” They were indicted, tried, and 
convicted inside of five days thereafter. A mo- 
tion for a new trial was made, bas since been 
— but for some reason they are still in 
jal,—between the Pénitentiary and a new trial. 

Another case is that of Billy” Welsh, ar- 
rested for murder the 4th of May. He was 
indicted, tried, and convicted about two months 
ago. He, too, made motion for a new trial, 
which has since been pending. 

Another case is that of William Wray. 
the burglar. He was arrested the &th 
of May, was promptly indipted, tried, and con- 
victed. A motion for a new trial was granted, 
and the trial was sjfedily had, resulting again 
in convictioo. He sui lingers io jail, however, 
along with the others named, through the in- 
dulgence of the Court. 

These cases are enough to point out how an 
improvement could be made in the working of 
the Criminal Court which would save the ” 
thousands of dollars annually, without in any 
wise robbingasingle prisoner of hie rights. 
It is true, many of the delays are the 
result of the sharp practice of attorneys with 
motions and legal.quibbies; but it is in the 
power, and it is the duty. of the Court to sup- 
ply a remedy. The delays are dangerous, es- 
pecially when 80 unnecessary as in the cases 
cited. It is not too much to say that sn im- 
provement could be made in the direction in- 
dicated wh

_ HE ABSTRACT BOOKS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

CA, Aug. 24.—Your reporter does me 
and my cause great injustice ia his account of 
the interview he had with mp on the abstract 
question last evening. The @eeount 16 alto- 
gether too disjointed and garbled to convey the 
correct. meaniog of what I baid on the occasion. 
I see now, besides, that the fact of my perfect 
familiarity with all brancbes and details of ab- 
stract indices led me to consider your reporter 
somewhat familiar with the subject, or at least 
oapable of interpreting me correctly. 1 must, 
however, conclude now to have given what were 
to him rather imperfect and unintelligible ex- 
plauations or statements. I had never before 
been interviewed for publication on any subject, 
and it is evident to me now that I 
was not particular or minute enough 
in my answers to an experienced ioter- 
viewer from among the ranks of the enemy. 
Your reporter makes me say that the books sold 
by us to the county “éoutd be made perfect, 
easily.” I mean to be understood that the books 
sold by us are perfect now as to the records since 
the fire, and that, together with the abstracts 
now on record, and with the letter-press copies 
sold by us, they would be easily made perfect in 
a short time on all ante-fire records. hen the 
reporter further says to me that he understood 
that we sold books ready for immediate use, and 
I answer bim that we are Low finishing abstracts 
ordered just before the sale, I might have added 
that we have been making abstracts right along 
for over three years; and that the fact that we 
are now finishing abstracts from them, ordered 
just before the sale, is proof positive that they 
must be ready for immediate use, or else we 
could make no abstracts from them atall. In 
fact, I told bim that we must be very bold to 
cariy on an abstract business with imperfect in- 
dices. 

In reference to the ‘‘page-books,” I will ex- 
plain that they are a matter of necessity, and 
not of convenience only. Abstract men take 
their minutes from the documents themselves 
the day they are filed. These documents are not 
written into the record-books sometimes for 
weeks or a month. The only convenient way 
to refer to the documents in the meantime is by 
the pumber which they recerve the moment they 
are filed. This number goes on the tract iudex 
with the posting of the document itself, and the 
book and page of its record, together with the

Thus 
za complete and perfect reference can be bad at 
‘any moment to the document itself on the rec- 
ords. 

Now as to Mr. Peltzer's interest in the books 
sold. Last evening, when questioued by 
your reporter on that subject, I thought 
that that was a private matter of 
no public interest, and 1 therefore 
made such evasive answers as I could hit upon for 
the moment, As I find, however, that ne has 
been placed iu a false position by me, I have no 
objection to correcting myself.

THE COUNTY BUILDING, 


Judge Wallace wae around the County Couit 
yesterday morning, but resisted all temptation 
to transact any business. 

The Grand Jury began work in earnest yester- 
day. Twenty-five cases had beén disposed of up 
to noon, when the body adjourned until this 


morning. 

State’s Attorney Reed and Assistant State's 
Attorney Birch returned from their vacation 
Monday evening, and yesterday * began 
their labors in connection with the Grand Jury. 
They appeared equally refreshed and invigorated 
by their trips. 

County-Treasurer Miller sold yesterday for 
taxes all of the delinquent property in the Town 
of Worth, and a part of the property in the 
Town of Lake. The sale in the latter town will 
be resumed to-day aud completed. For the laet 
few days the rush of tax-payers bas abated very 
materially, still the recipes have been quite 
large. 

The Committee on Public Charities was in ses- 
sion yesterday, and, besides auditing some bills 
and authorizing a few small expenditures, dis- 
cussed the productive capacity of the Poor-rarm. 
The opinion was general that the vield of pota- 
toes would reach 4,000 bushels. The Committee 
appeared confident that the supply of potatoes 
would at least reach the demand. 

TOWN TAXES. 

In a few days the Committee on Equalization 
of tbe County Board will consider the estimates 
of the North, South, and West Chicago Town 
Boards for town expenses during the coming 
year. Before making avy recommendations, the 
Committee will demand that the estimates from 
the several towns be itemized, so that an idea 
can be gained of the application of the money 
demanded. It is highly probable thatan effort 
will be made to reduce most of the estimates. 
If they are not, the active members of the Com- 
mittee will uot be true to their well-earned 
character for economy aad industry. 

NORTH CHICAGO RAILWAY. 

Some weeks ago Judson M. W. Jones, as re- 
lator, filed information io the nature of a quo 
warranto in the Criminal Court to compel the 
North Chicago Railasy Company to show by 
what authority it exercised the right to use a 
dummy engine on its track from the city limits 
to Graceland, through the Town of Lake View. 
The matter was argued at length, and the Court 
decided that the information was irregular, for, 
imasmuch as the matter was of public interest, 
the prosecution should be conducted on the part 
of the people, and the information should be 
filed in the name of the State’s Attorney for the 
people. Lesterdey the case came to light ain 
by the bringing in of a new information. Mr. Need 
refused to sign it, however, for the reason that a 
difference of opinion existed as to the Court's 
decision in the matter, and further, because he 
had promised the counsel for tue defense to take 
no action in the matter without giving them op- 
portunity to be heard. 

COCK COONLY VALUATION, 

The Committee on Equalization of the Cotinty 
Board yesterday received from the State 
Auditor's office a complete schedule of the prop- 
erty of the State as compiled for the use of the 
State Board. It appears from the report that in 
Cook County there are 411,480 acres of muproved 
land, the average valuation of which is $22.10 
per acre; unimproved lands, 140,235 acres—aver- 
age valuation, 07 per acre. The total valua- 
tion of railroad property in the county is put 
at $1,102,593, and the total valuation of all 
property assessed m the county at $145, 191. 749. 
The number of horses in the county is fixed at 
20,311, average valuation, $32.50; cattle, 37,990. 
average valuation, $8.31; mules and asses, 438; 
sheep, 6,899; average valuation, $1.13; hogs, 
11,434; average valuation, #1.91 ; fire or burgiar- 
proof safes, 429: billiard tables, 327; carriages 
and wagons, 11,723; watches and clocks, 7,626 ; 
sewing aud knitting-machines, 3,388; pianos, 
1.570; melodeons and organs, 277. 

SALARIES OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 

Btate’s Attorney Reed will to-day begin pre- 
paring au oficial] communication to be submitted 
to the President of the Vitizens’ Association, 
embracing the opinion of Judge Farwell recently 
delivered in amy 2 to the tight of the Count 
Board to fix the Alary of its own members. t 
will be remembered that Judge Farwell decided 
adversely on the subject, and bis opinion was 
laid before the Grand Jury; that it was after- 
ward agreed to turn the whole question over to 
the Oufigens’ Association with the request that 
that body should enjoin the County Clerk from 
paying the members of the Board more than 
$2.50 per day, this being the amount the Court 
decided that they were entitled tounder the 
statutes. The object of the injunction is sim- 
ply to test the rights of the d in the prem- 
ises.

SUBURBAN, 
LAKE VIEW. 


The Town Board held an adjourned meeting 
Monday night, all the members being present. 
The Water Committee, to whom the choice of 
pumps and an engine had been referred, re- 
ported progress. They bad received twenty bids, 
ranging from $4,000 to $31,000, from the Holly 
Manufacturing Company, the Vergennes Pump 
Company, the McGowan Pump Works, the 
Knowles Steam Pump Company, the Blake Man- 
ufacturing Company, and several private firms. 
After examining into the merite of these several 
pumps, and counting the cost, they had decided 
to recomfnend that the bid of the Vergennes 
Company be accepted. This Company offer to 
place on the foundations their pump, with two 
compound condensing engines and two tubular 
boilers, for $14,950. The Committee had 
seen this pump in operation at Muske- 
gon, where steam power and direct 
pressure were in use, and et South 
Bend, where water-power and a stand-pipe were 
employed. The pump offered would furnish 
2,000,000 gallons per day as a minimum, and 100 
pounds of coal would give 44,000,000 foot-pounds 
of steam. Their reasoos for recommending this 
pump were that the machinery was simple and 
strong, the valves few and simply constructed, 
the space left around the plungers im the water- 
cylinders avoided all difficulty from the intro- 
duction of sand, the pressure was constant, the 
works ornamental, and the use of the steam ex- 
pansively contribated to great economy in fuel. 
The pressure will be direct, and six fire-streams 
120 feet high can be thrown 2 miles from the 
pumping-works. At 3 miles distance, fous 
streams of the same height can be thrown. 
The Company would require ninety days to set 
up their pump. 

The report was accepted, and a resolution 
adopted accepting the bid of the Vergennes Com- 
pany, and instructing the President of the Board 
to make a contract. to that effect. A resolution 
was also adopted that bids be called for for 
finishing 12, 8, and 6-inch pipe, for laying the 
same, for constructing an inlet pipe, and for 
building the pumping-works. | 

The Committee have devoted much time to 
fhe endeavor to discover the system of works 
best adapted to the wants of the town, and have 
po doubt secured it. 

Mr. Cole, the engineer, is stil engaged in lay- 
ing out the routes for the water mains, it being 
somewhat difficult to locate them so as to econo- 
mize in * in a town so scattered as Lake 
View. e expects to be ready with 
bis plans at the next meeting of 
the Board. It is sufficient to say that the lines 
thus far located seem well chosen, and that Hal- 
sted street tothe south of the works, and the 
Milwaukee Railroad to the north, will be the 
arteries of distribution.
